"Why, hero w.is where 
the whole diUlcnIty "turned." These 
British subjects wore given distinctly to 
lindorstaiul tlu^t tlioy could have and 
onjo3' no rights in tho soil of San Juan 
Island unless by becoming citizens of 
the United States; and such is undoubt- 
edly the law. Foreigners cannot pre- 
empt or hold land from the State. It was 
clearly only under special arrangement, 
or permission, therefore, that these set- 
tlers could Lope to have their proprietary 
rights respected. They joined in a tele- 
gr.mi to l-'jarl Kiniberly. and Mr. fihvd- 
htono Hays llio result of tliO apjical was 
tlnit the ollicer v\lio had henn in coiiiinaud 
of tho Ijritish detacluiiaiit ^'as directed 
to remain oii tho island in tlie interest cif 
these settlors.
